SWAMl- ANI> OVERFLOWED LANDS.—By 


an 'Act of Congress, approved Sept. 28,1850, 
all tho Swamp and Overflowed Lands in this 
Slate, unsold at that time, were ceded to the 
State. This Act alto niadu it "tbo'duty of 
the Secretory of the Interior, as soon as may 
be practicable after its passage, to mako out 
an accurate list and plati of thcso lands and 
transmit- the unmo to-tho Governor of this 
State." It also provides thnt where the 
greater part of any legal subdivision is " wet 
and' unfit for cultivation," the whole shall bo 
included in said list and plats. The Commis- 
sioner. General of tbo Land Office, vrrolo to 
Gov.'_Dew6y, Nov. 21,18COltthnt "many of 
tbeid^lands wore probably surveyed at dry 
seasons," 'and the plats 'would not therefore 
represent the whola amount which might 
rightfully bo claimed by (ho State, and sug- 
gested that tho testimony " of county survey- 
ors .and other respectable persons" would bo 
held conclusive, at tho Land Office, as to I ho 
amount which might bo cluiincd in addition 
to :th»t described in the pluts; and that it 
might bo', important for the Governor to tiike 
such testimony. He also assured Gov. Dcwey, 
that as scon as tho Surveyor General's lists— 
corrected and*enlarged by this testimony, it' 
the Governor thought fit to have it corrected 
—should bo received, lislH would bo prepared, 
"andplats and patents fur the lands thus ap- 
proved, will at ouco be prepared and for- 
warded to you." 
• 


Gov. Dowdy laid this letter before tlio* Leg- 


islature, ind in connection with it, in his last 
annual tnonsago, presented the following points 
for thuir consideration: 


, i.l. Many of the Swamp and Overflowed 


Lands haying been surveyed at dry seasons, 
•II tho lands of that character to which tho 
Stfito is entitled by act of Congress, are not 
represented on tho surveys, at the Surveyor 
General's Office. 


3. Tho Department at Washington has 


authorized tho Surveyor General to receive 
such reliable evidence as may bo presented 
by Iho Stnto authorities, of lands of this char- 
acter, not represented on tho surveys. 


3. It being an important grant, tho Execu- 


tive should bo empowered to have tho neces- 
sary .examination made of thcso lands, in 
accordanqo ;with tho suggestions of Commis- 
sioner Buttcrfiald. 


4. An 'appropriation should bo made, and 


bo placed at tho disposal of tho Executive, to 
defray tho expense of these examinations. 
. Under' this recommendation, the Legisla- 
ture passed an Act, March 15, 1851, author- 
izing tho Governor to appoint such a number 
of persons as ho may deem advisable to sur- 
vey these lands, specifying their compensa- 
tion, Authorizing tho Governor to obtain cop- 
ies of all tho township plats of this Stato on 
file at'tho Surveyor General's office, appro- 
priating Throe Thousand Dollars, subject to 
tho draft of tho Governor, for thcso purposes, 
nnd-requiring him " to report to (he next Ses- 
sion of the Legislature a detailed account of 
the expenditure of this appropriation" 
And 


this law, Gov, Detoey approved nnd signed. 


Those plats aro of no uso whatever. They 


are the records of surveys, acknowladged to 
be - imperfect by Commissioner Buttcrfiold, 
vrbicb it.wns tho professed object of Governor 
Dewey and tho Legislature, by this Act of 
March 15, 1801, to correct. And'if these 
plats weru to bo taken as they are, as perfect 
lists of tho swamp lands belonging to tho State, 
GOT. Dowoy and Iho Legislature Knew full 
•well, "that, tho Secretary of tho Interior was 
bound by tho law donating thcso lands, to 
furnish tho Governor with these plats, without 
expense to tho Stato. But if they vrora not 


pto bo taken as complete Hats, and actual sur- 


veys wero to bo mado of tho swamp and over- 
flowed lutidj, under tho'iltrection of tho Gov- 
ernor, according to the act of March 15,1851, 
then thcro was no need of thcso plats. 
For 


any. intelligent. and educated person—nnd 
surely some such might have been found in 
tho' circle of tho Governor's friends — could 


. Lave gone to tho Surveyor General's office, at 


jDuburtuo, and taken a numerical list of all 
subdivisions returned 'us swamp, and over- 
flowed.lands. Or, if no such person could bo 
found; tho Surveyor Gonoral'would bavo fur- 
nished such a list, at a trifling expense to tho 
'Stato. >'.' -.; ' 


Thcso plata only contain an imperfect out- 


linp; of•lbb.«Mmp lands, and entirely omit the 
overflowed lands. So that, in this respect, 
thoy'aro' worthless. And many of theso plats 
tave no swamplands on thorn. And as these 
plats faavo'no entries to show whether these 
•wamp lands were, sold beforo tho passngo of 
tho acXof .Congress, of Sept, 1850, they aro 
no belter than pasteboard, except as pictures 
for children to phyr with.' " 


The overflowed lands, which are more valu- 


able than'tht swamp lands, the-governor gave 
not a thought to, but oast .thorn from him as 
worthless, 10 intent was bo on patronizing the 
fine arts in purchasing pictures which Con 
•grest • bad' ottered ' tho State gratuitously I 
Ought not Congress to. refund the 81300. to 
the State? 
. 


Now what did the'Governor do, under this 


act.?; Appoint competent surveyors to:ex 
•mine the § wamp and overflowed lands ? No 
•neb thing." Has ho given "the Legislature a 
detailed,account of tho expenditure of this 
appropriation" ?^Not at. all He presented 
»o report,.but.left pn> iltvftn th» .Executive 
• 6ttc»;; 'a'; brief jcheduie • of •xpenditaret —*" 


whijh, but for thu appointment of-an investi- 
gating committee on the Contingent Fund, 
might never have seen .the light—from which 
it appears that, on the 30th of June, 1851, ho 
drew 8300 on account of swamp lands; 3200 
on tho same account, Sept. 10th, 1851,snnd 
S800 for plats of swamp lands, Dec. 31,1851. 
And the only voucher for the expenditure,of 
this money, was the receipt of James A. Reid, 
for " S800 in part payraont^,for thesu plats. 
But, since the committee bave'hnd the papers 
in their hands, two moro receipts have been 
sent in—for S3CO.OO, and 8135,11, respect- 
ively, milking in all, with 3-1,83 left in the 
Executivo drawer, SI300. 
_Thero aru several noliccablo things about 
these^drofts, payments, and receipts. The 
first draft is mode, on the Treasury hero, and 
paid out, at Dubucjuo, according to tho account 
kept, on the same day. 
Tho'lnst payment, of 


S800, as per receipt, was made Dec. 20,18*51, 
but was not drawn from the Treasury till 
Dec. 31, 1851, eleven days afterward. 
It is 


not a receipt in full, but in part payment, 
showing that something is still duo, though 
hut -1-12 pluts have been received, and the on- 
lorscment of Governor Dowey on Iho back of 
uid'a letter, informing tho Governor of their 


being sent, makes the price SI,75 per copy, 
and the amount paid'for them, $773,50. This 
letter promises tho balance of Iho plats, the 
last of February, but at. thin date, April 8th, 
no moro plats have been received. Tho body 
of tbo first two receipts are in the hand-wri- 
ting of Kelson Dewey, and though dated three 
and a half months apart, are written on tho 
same quality of paper—poor white—of the 
sarno.width, and evidently by tho same pen 
and with the same ink, and tho signatures are 
plainly in a constrained hand, and look like a 
very poor imitation of Jumes A. Reid's signa- 
ture. And as they wcro sent in, as vouchers, 
since the members of tbo committee, begun to 
inquire what the S500—charged to awamp 
lands, and not to pliitu—were expended far, 
tho whole thing bears on its face tho appear- 
ance of having been furnished to meet the 
unexplained item of S500. 


Again, tbo 442 plats wcro not sent from 


the Surveyor's office till Dec. 27, 1851. 
But 


according to tb^eso receipts, 83GO wero paid 
Juno 30, 1851, six months before any of the 
pluts were delivered—6136, Oct. 16, 1851, 
two and ono third months before, and $800, 
just one week beforo they were delivered.. 
Why this payment in advance, and at the 
rate, too, of SI,75 a plat, when (hoy can bo 
furnished in any quantities, at the Mineral 
Point Land Office, at 31 a piuco ? 


To sum up tho whole matter: 
Governor Dowoy, knowing all the facts in 


tho case—that the surveys already made could 
not bo trusted without suffering tbo Slate lo 
bo cheated out of thousands of acres to which 
it is legally entitled—asked for authority to 
appoint persons to mako new surveys of these 
lands, and an'appropriation to pay tho ex- 
pense, and instead of doing this, he bought a 
quantity of useless pluts, at an exorbitant 
price, and neglected lo givo tho Legislature 
any account of what ho had done; or how bo 
had expended somo $1300 drawn from the 
Treasury on this appropriation. And the 
only record we havo of the mutter, is tho let- 
ter and receipt of James A. Beid for $800, 
and tho two receipts, recently sent in, which 
wo have already described. How many plats 
ho has bought^ how many aro yet duo tho 
Stato, and how many tho Slate is yet to 
pay for, to fulfil his bargains, no public rec- 
ord shows. And whether bo hnsjelectcd any. 
of these land*,, or council tncni to be selected, 
or has swamped tho business along with tho 
law of his own creating, and tho $1300 it 
lifted from tho Treasury, tbo public nro-not 
informed: And this is tho'mannor in which 
tho lato Executive transacted tho public 
affairs of Wisconsin! This is tho way tho 
Chief Magistrate of a great State trifles with 
its public interests, squanders away its heri- 
tage, nnd dishonors its administration 1

Tbo Journal has lately bad several articles 


defending, about as strongly as that paper de- 
funds anything, illegal banking in this State. 
Yesterday it contained an article headed 
"Tho Province of Legislation," in which is 
th« following sentence : •' ' ,

,"Tho Legislature is competent to regulate 


Banking and Commerce, and Jo enforce -the 
law apninst thoso wbo^'dp .not comply with iu 
provisions \ebut when it is averred that a pro- 
liibltory taw is binding, "we beg leave lo'-express 
our DISSENT, and to.rccord ot.r PROTEST." 


Now it is well known that tho Journal 


chief end and aim is to advocate Mr. Fill- 
moru's claims to tlia'Prcsidency, and that it 
sustains the Compromise Measures as being 
" his thunder," and the only consideration be 
pretends tb~of!u'r for the support of tho Amer- 
ican people. The wont," most odious feature 
of. those measures is the detestable Fugitive 
Law. Tbut law compelled the free citizens 
of the North to turn robbers and man-hunters, 
at tho bidding of slaveholders. They there- 
fore denounced it as an outrage on humanity 
and a violation of the "higher law" of God, 
and declared that it .was not binding,, and that 
to refuse to obey it was justifiable. . '• 


How did thu Journal and other kindred 


papers meet this objection ? Why, they be- 
came suddenly and strongly impressed with 
the awful and inviolable sanctity of LAW! A 
human law>iwas, in their estimation, capable 
of "disturbing tho vrholo framework of man's 
moral nature, of setting aside the eternal laws 
of justice and right, and overthrowing the 
supremacy of tho Almighty. Tho Fugitive 
Law, though it violated, every principle of 
right, justice ;nnd humanity, and conflicted 
with the Divine commands, was yet to be 
obeyed, because it was law ! 


It seems to. us somewhat remarkable, then, 


to^ce the Journal so rigid in its adherence to 
law, whore the destruction of men's natural, 
inalienable and dearest rights wore concerned, 
now come out and justify a violation of law, 
which only involves a mere matter of dollars 
and cents.

We should havo supposed' it would have 


reversed its position, and if it intended to re- 
sist any law, would have chosen tho Fugitive 
Law for that purpose. But when wo sea it 
bow with such profound submission to 'that 
odious enactment, and then select the low 
prohibiting banking -in. this State,, to resist 
and violate, we are compelled to believe that 
it regards an invasion 'of a man's liberty and 
conscience, by the Government, as an offence 
much less flagrant than an invasion of bis

UHKAD WITHOUT CUUST.—The following 


will bo interesting to house-keepers and we 
would advise its triul—for if hard crusts and 
burned bread can be avoided it will be a sav- 
ing worth accomplishing. The Wyoming Co. 
Mirror says: 


"Mr. Thrpon of this village, lately present- 


ed us a loaf of breud, which was done nnd 
well done, without a cni.rt. Tho process of 
baking, or rather steaming, he gave as fol- 
lows : Prepare the dough tho same as for 
baking in it tin basin ;:whun in a proper con- 
dition, instead of putting it in thu oven, put 
it into n kettle. There should bu something 
in tho bottom of tho kettle, a hoop of lin.'two 
or three inches broad would bu bust, to keep 
the basin from thu bottom, and there should 
bu sullieiunt water to cover about one third of 
thu bnsin. Keep the water constantly boiling 
from thu time thu lunf is put in till it is done, 
which will be about three quarters of an hour, 
with mi ordinary sired loaf. To know when 
it is done, press upon the center of the top of 
tho loaf with thu thumb niid if dono it will 
puir buck on removing tho thumb, if not the 
indentation will rcmuin.
